Now that Fall days are here the club 
season is with us again. That means one 
of these days you'll be the one to “enter- 
tain” with a meeting or a bridge party at 
your home! 

To make your refreshments appetizing 
and appealing for these occasions, why 
not try the trick of concentrating your ef- 
forts on one dish? An outstanding dish 
...the kind that brings out the “ohs” 
and “ahs” ...and makes your guests bring 
flattery to your ears with such questions 
as, “How do you do it? Please ...may I 
have the recipe?” 

Have you thought of an appetizing 
fruit salad? Good any time of year and 
when there aren’t men present feel free 
to use gobs and gobs of whipped cream. 
(Be sure to tint it lightly.) Might add a 
little grated orange peel, too! 

How to serve it, you say? Why not on 
one very large platter? Preparing it calls 
for the skill as an arranger rather than as 
a cook! The more eye appeal you can get 
into it the more taste tempting it will be! 

One of the easiest ways to add color 
and flavor to a salad is to use sparkling 
jelly or jam along with the fruits you 
prefer. (Jams and jellies are now listed 
as plentiful and economical foods by the 
Department of Agriculture.) 

Take your very best glass or silver 
platter and arrange crisp lettuce leaves 
and deep green watercress on it. Next, 
cut four fresh pears in half. Arrange the 
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halves cut side up (sprinkle with lemon 
juice) around the outside of the platter. 
Place a dab of brightly colored jelly in 
the center of each half. Bananas are al- 
ways good eating, so cut them in half 
lengthwise and dip in lemon juice. You 
might try spreading the cut edges with 
current jelly and put the halves together 
again. Slice again in round slices and 
arrange in overlapping rows on the salad 
platter. 

What next? We like the thought of a 
good-sized mound of cheese sprinkled 
with chopped nuts. Perhaps you'd like to 
add some apples ...red-skinned ones for 
more color. There may be other favorite 
fruits that you'll want to add to your dis- 
tinctive fruit party platter. Choose them 
according to your own taste and of your 
guests. 

Just remember to arrange them as at- 
tractively as possible and get as much col- 
or into your fruit salad platter as possi- 
ble. When refreshment time comes, take 
out your salad masterpiece and proudly 
pass it to each guest. If you wish, you 
might accompany it with date nut and 
butter sandwiches.

Cape Codder and Colonial 


When it comes to style in architecture, 
New England has been more fortunate 
than many other parts of the country. 
Here, if we need a tradition, we've got it 
—and as styles go it’s not a bad one. 

The Colonial is our own; aesthetically 
right, not by virtue of a veneer of elabor- 
ate detail, but by its well-proportioned 
simplicity. Aside from appearance, it is 
appropriate to the climate in that it is 
compact, the size of window openings is 
controlled, roofs slope to reduce a heavy 
snow load, and eve projections are re- 
strained. The Colonial both works and 
looks well—it belongs here. 

By its name, the Cape Cod house has 
even more intimately identified itself with 
the region. These most characteristic 
styles happened not by accident but as a 
structural expediency in a land where 
timber was abundant, time in which to 
build was short, and another severe win- 
ter the prospect. 
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This is not to say that there is no near- 
tropical architecture in New England— 
perhaps a gem in the way of Spanish mis- 
sion in Bangor—but just by circumstance 
it happens that there will be less style for 
its own effect here than elsewhere in the 
country. We have a climate and a tradi- 
tion. Where a climate may be similar, the 
chances are that tradition is lacking—no 
precedent in style to follow. 

Without such, as in most development 
west of Troy, N. Y. let’s assume, then the 
resulting style and approach to building 
will be that peculiar to the “old coun- 
try,” whether here or foreign. Returning 
to Troy, although one might rather not, 
this can be fortunate for there you will 


see Dutch influence at its best. And the 
style fits. 
If hypothetical lines distinguishing 


world latitudes were actually the boun- 
daries of channels within which all build- 
ing activity characteristic of each could

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flow, then the style appropriate to a house 
in San Sebastian would presumably be 
long as well in San Diego. 

This might rationalize style choice 
where whim rather than reason appears 
to be the determining factor. But obvi 
ously migration and its influence isn’t to 
run in strictly lateral directions. Inevi 
tably someone, creating an atmosphere of 
all his-own, will insist on a Swiss chalet 
in Dallas or a villa in Montpelier. 

Where in sections of this country there 
should be primarily the climate as a style 
determinant, no guide in way of regional 
influence, the results run from a conglom 
eration of everything to indications that 
we are becoming more practical in our 
approach to aesthetics—this later tendency 
most true in the West. 

All the way west, Californians, with 
many notable exceptions, are still addict 
ed to the Spanish and persist in the use 
of the style. Mexicans, incidentally, build 
“California type” homes. But of the 
Spanish we have been recently reminded 
by the travels of a 20th Century Don Gas 
par de Portola, that plumber from Palo 
Alto or somewhere, who with his party

“three if by air’ it’s enough to shock the 
staid tradition of old Boston. Just in 
passing, his landing in Chicago coincided 
with that of Henry Wallace.

In some 
families this specialty was Marlborough 
pie, a sort of lemon pie not to be found 
in modern cookbooks; it was a matter of 
considerable rivalry, because naturally ev- 
ery housekeeper thought her “receipt” for 
Marlborough pie better than anyone 
else’s. 

Whatever the specialty, though it might 
be served on other occasions, it was sure 
to be found on the Thanksgiving table; 
and at no other time would there be four 
kinds of pie, and plum pudding to boot. 
In those days ice cream would not have 
been thought of as part of the Thanks- 
giving dinner; but where, indeed, could 
one have found room for it? 

On Thanksgiving morning, after get- 
ting some of the important chores out of 
the way, the whole family was expected to 
go to meeting. Two Sundays ago the 
minister had read from the pulpit the 
governor’s proclamation declaring this a 
holiday, and had announced that the 
church would be open on Thanksgiving 
day in accordance with His Excellency’s 
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instructions. Today's service, however, 
was not exactly like that of a Sunday: the 
prayers, hymns, and anthems were “ex- 
pressly adapted to the occasion.” 

The real festival began when the fam- 
ily came home from meeting. The wom- 
enfolk still had countless things to do in 
the kitchen, and the gossip of several 
months to catch up on. In the back par- 
lor the men were putting up the big ta 
ble, rarely seen during the year, and per- 
haps sampling a little of the cider. Unless 
someone was needed to turn the spit for 
the turkey, the children, feeling a bit 
strange in their best clothes, were ban- 
ished to the seldom opened front parlor, 
where they sat carefully looking at picture 
books and waiting for the rest of the 
cousins and aunts and uncles to arrive. 

At last, when all the relatives had gath 
ered, and everything was ready, came the 
dinner, with its innumerable courses. If 
the party was a very large one, the chil 
dren sat at a table by themselves; other- 
wise they perched politely beside their 
elders through the long meal. There was 
no nonsense about soup or fish; you be 
gan at once with chicken pie and roast 
turkey and vegetables, and ate as much 
as you could. Then came the pies—mince 
pie, Marlborough pie, and cranberry tart 
—and the plum pudding. When you were 
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almost bursting, someone brought on the 
dried fruits and nuts, which, although a 
treat, you probably received with less en- 
thusiasm than usual. When you finally 
got up from the table, you felt sure this 
was the best Thanksgiving ever. 

“In New England,” said a minister in 
1836, “the day of Thanksgiving is dear to 
the heart of every son and daughter of 
that favored region. It is sweet in the an- 
ticipation, in the enjoyment, and in the 
remembrance.” And so it is in 1948.

occasion was not a religious affair, except 
for the usually daily prayer, and it lasted 
several days in October! 

Grateful for the abundant harvest, the 
Puritans enjoyed thé rich yields from the 
soil, their warehouses and bins were full, 
and “the grapes were sweete & stronge.” 
The goose hung high. Governor Brad- 
ford called in Massasoit and about 90 of 
his warriors to partake at the harvest 
board. 

Feasting and playing games were the 
order in those days—“Pitching Ye Barrel” 
and “Playing At Stoole Ball” were the 
main events. Like the commanders of all 
armies, Gov. Bradford wanted to impress 
Massasoit with his military strength, and 
paraded his armed Puritans. As one who

We heard about Manship from both 
sides of the tracks in Dennis, on Cape 
Cod. He was described as a towering, 
powerful individual. Rugged, you or 
anyone else did not push him around 
very much. His strength, obviously, had 
brought him respect even though some 
would not agree it had been properly di- 
rected. 

The summer people, for example, on 
the right side of the tracks, told us that 
his place was in Little Taunton, the 
epitome—in the minds of the upper crust 
—of all the wrong sides of the tracks back 
home. This sort of thing would ruin 
Dennis. Manship never should have built 
there. The natives told you to go to 
Manship’s place if you wanted a good 
place to stay in at one fifth the cost of 
most of the inns and cabins around there. 

Manship hung out no signs. You just 
went “sort of left” for a long, long, time 
until you found Manship himself—where 
these days he always was—on the front 
steps of the largest of his beach front 
cabins. 

He told us he did not usually take tour- 
ists by the night. He rented by the week 
or month to working people. He boasted 
that he had not raised his prices since 
before the war. A working man himself 
(molder by trade) he appreciated what it 
meant to families of moderate means to 
find a cabin on a beach for forty dollars 
a week when all around you had to pay 
twice or three times that. 

People were expected to bring their 
own linen, he told us, but “Ma” had just 
washed out a “couple of sheets” so we 
could have those if we wished. Manship 
pointed out our cabin to us. Then he 
tried very hard to get up and open it for 
us. He tried very hard. He managed to 
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get to his feet but he remained bent over 
and we could see how his massive, mus 
cle-bound body was causing him to suffer 
great pain from this effort. We told him, 
after we had observed his agony, not to 
come. We took the key from him, un 
locked the cabin ourselves, and moved 
in. It was remarkable, we told ourselves, 
that this man had been able to move him 
self at all. Long after the night had set 
in, Manship was still seated on the same 
steps, smoking cigarette after cigarette, 
entertaining guests with story after story. 

The difference in price between Man- 
ship’s place and all the others, we soon 
came to realize, was more than made up 
in the noises of the night. 

So we joined the interested group for 
a little while. We observed the confidence 
these people had in him. He knew the 
Cape. He knew its every crevice. He 
even knew the little mouse which lived 
in the dune where he kept the trash bar 
rel. As his stories came closer to Little 
Taunton you came to regard him as you 
did the switching engineer in the Grand 
Central Station in New York. With one 
flick of the little finger of his calloused 
hand, he controlled the comings and go 
ings and doings of Little Taunton. You 
felt that he even had something to do 
with the rhythmic advance and retreat of 
the waters to and from the beach. 

McManus (next cabin) talked like a 
radio. Only occasionally did the blast of 
a real radio obliterate his drone. His 
monotone sounded like someone reading 
someone else’s speech about mosquito 
control, or the parts of a gasoline engine. 
McManus was keeping others awake too 
because we heard him apologize later in 
the night to some woman for keeping her 
husband up. She replied that she had 
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not minded that. Her husband always 
sat up late listening to the radio anyway. 

As the night proceeded, the other un- 
occupied cabins gradually showed signs of 
life. The routine in each was pretty 
much the same. First came the headlights 
of the approaching car. Then the noise 
of the stopping of the motor. A porch 
light, then a living room light soon fol- 
lowed. Kitchen and bath would be illum- 
inated. After these came the resounding 
flush of the toilet, the tinkle of china and 
silverware from the kitchen, and your 
surmise that here would be snacks and 
snicks for all. Hours later... lights out. 

Accompanying all this, there was the 
beach insect chorus—incessant, each in- 
strument piercing and shrill but orches- 
trated somehow into a symphony of in- 
finite depth. 

In the distance, a dog barked and 
barked and barked. It sounded more like 
a loon than a dog. There was, you real- 
ized by then, no point in going to bed 
at all in Little Taunton until every last 
human, animal, and insect had—includ- 
ing the dog. You got up and went to the 
beach and walked for a while and hoped 
you would find the right dune entrance 
to your cabin when you returned. The 
midges were bad, though. You had to 
smoke incessantly—the way Manship did. 

By the time you had returned from 
the beach it was nearly two in the morn- 
ing. All the lights were out. McManus 
had ceased his droning. The dog was still 
barking but you knew that even by dog 
mathematics there could not be many 
yelps left. Either you or the dog could 
not resist just plain weariness for very 
much longer. 

In situations of this sort, the human 
mind has a kaleidescopic power. It will 
present one with a seemingly endless ser- 
ies of pictures—how your toes looked as 
you came out of the water; the milk bill 
you had forgotten to pay before you left 
home; the Russian situation; the sunset; 
anything and everything. One could stop 
these views, though—take one’s choice of 
any one of them, and enlarge it. 

We stopped our mind at the picture of 
Manship there on his steps, and realized 
that it was not until he had gone to bed 
that life here would become really quiet. 
How he got into bed we would not 
know.

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We might hear perhaps the dragging of 
his feet up the few steps and across sandy 
floors. After that we might recognize the 
squeaking of bed springs as he rolled 
onto them. We might even become aware 
of one less light. But at long last, there 
would be for certain complete peace and 
quiet. 

The barking dog, nevertheless, was not 
understanding life in Little Taunton 
that way. It had by now awakened other 
dogs. A whole series of yelps had begun 
around the circle which made Little 
Taunton. The sentries in Mexico City 
make the same effect by blowing their 
whistles from one to the other. Any 
missing whistle indicated foul play in its 
sector. Which dog, we wondered, would 
fall out first? 

This final turn of events in this night 
had by now brought matters beyond any 
reasonable control. Nobody, except 
Manship, would be equal to the task of 
doing anything at all about it. Hope- 
fully, we arose and peered through the 
screen of the porch toward his cabin. 
Yes, his light was on. There was some 
sort of activity in his cabin, also. Two 
cars arrived while we were watching. 
Voices from within, muffled at first, be- 
came louder. Lights came on in other 
cabins. Little Taunton, gradually, was 
up—all of it. 

Little Taunton was even letting its lit- 
tle children out to play. One ran wildly 
by our door. We called to her to come 
in and see us. After all, what difference 
did it make if children went out to play 
at four in the afternoon or four in the

The man who taught the world to 
blink and scratch its head was a master 
of ballyhoo named P. T. Barnum. The 
king of hoopla was delivered to the bustl- 
ing town of Bethel, Conn. on July 5, 
1810. The “P. T.” stood for Phineas 
Taylor, but many of his fellow showmen 
believed that it was for “Plenty Tricky.” 

Barnum got his start as a dry goods 
dealer. As a sideline, he dabbled in the 
lottery business. When the sideline grew 
to astounding proportions, Barnum 
branched out. 

With an eye toward the future, P. T. 
scouted around for other sites for his lot- 
teries. He offered 1550 prizes in one of 
his lottery ventures. But his scouting 
wasn’t only for lottery sites and Cupid 
tagged him with an arrow. The young 
lady was an eyeful named Charity Hal- 
lett, an attractive tailoress. In the sum- 
mer of 1829 P. T. dashed off to New 
York with Charity and they were married 
at the home of the Rev. Dr. McAuley. 

After his marriage, Barnum dabbled 
some more in lottery, but decided that his 
future lay in New York. After difficulties 
with a Danbury newspaper he talked over 
his plans with Charity and when she 
nodded her assent, P. T. packed his bags 
and with his wife hopped on a train, his 
mind filled with visions of fame. 

His start as a showman began in July, 
1835, when Coley Bartram of Reading, 
Conn., called on him. Bartram informed 
P. T. that he owned an interest in a 
Negro woman, Joice Heth, who, he stat- 
ed, was 161 years of age. Bartram also 
told Barnum that this woman was the 
nurse of George Washington. He said 
that his partner, R. W. Lindsay, was ex- 
hibiting Joice Heth in Philadelphia, and 
that they were both willing to sell.

Barnum traveled to Philadelphia, 
viewed this extraordinary woman and al- 
so perused documents, which Mr. Lind- 
say had—a bill of sale from Augustine 
Washington to Elizabeth Atwood, dated 
1727, stating that Joice Heth was 54 years 
old at the time. 

He purchased the rights to Joice Heth, 
exhibited her with the aid of William 
Niblo, owner of Niblo’s Gardens, in New 
York, then Albany and Newark. Profit- 
ing highly from this exhibition, he signed 
a juggler, Signor Antonio, who did feats 
of balancing, plate spinning, and _ stilt 
walking. When Joice Heth died, Barnum 
buried her despite the cry of medical 
authorities that she was a fake—accusa- 
tions that were never proved. 

In 1836, Barnum connected himself 
with Aaron Turner’s traveling circus, be- 
came proprietor of a showboat. After 
some hard times, he bought the American 
Museum in New York, where he exhibit- 
ed a gigantic scale model of Niagara 
Falls with real water flowing from it. He 
also procured the “Fejee Mermaid” from 
Moses Kimball Esq., the owner of the 
Boston Museum, in 1842. 
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and 
King of Glumbug 


Kimball stated that he had purchased 
the mermaid from a sailor whose father, 
while in Calcutta in 1817 as the captain 
of a Boston ship, had bought it believing 
that it was a perserved specimen of a 
mermaid, obtained from certain Japanese 
sailors. 

It was eventually proved, only after 
Barnum had made handsome profits, that 
the Fejee Mermaid was a cleverly execut- 
ed grafting of a monkey with a fish. 

After the mermaid fever had died 
down, Barnum presented theatricals, The 
Drunkard, Uncle Tom’s Cabin and Moses 
in Egypt. In November, 1842, he hap- 
pened upon an unusual child in Bridge- 
port. The boy was not two feet high, 
weighed less than 16 lbs. and was five 
years of age. He was the son of Sherwood 
E. Stratton and was named Charles S. 
Stratton. Barnum drew up a contract 
with the boy’s father and on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, 1842, he was heralded on the 
American Museum’s bills as “General 
fom Thumb, a dwarf of 11 years old, 
just arrived from England.” In 1844, he 
took General Tom Thumb, his parents, 
his tutor and a French naturalist to Eng- 
land. The General captivated England 
and was invited to Buckingham Palace by 
the command of Her Majesty. 

The General enchanted Queen Vic- 
toria. He also was entertained by the 
King of Saxony, Lord Chesterfield, Lord 
and Lady Peel, and the Duke of Bed- 
ford. He also scored in a play written for 
him by Barnum. The three acter, Hop o’ 
My Thumb, was presented for a long run 
at Lyceum Theater in London. From 
there, Tom Thumb went to Paris and 
starred in Petit Poucet and was elected a 
member of the French Dramatic Society. 
He and P. T. toured Belgium, returned 
to England for a stay at the Egyptian 
Hall in London, then sailed for New 
York, arriving home in February 1847. 
The next two years Barnum spent in 
operating a museum in Philadelphia. In 
October, 1849, he was struck with the

idea of bringing Jenny Lind, the Swedish 
Nightingale, to America. 

In 1850, Jenny Lind arrived. Her first 
concert was at Castle Garden on Wednes- 
day evening, September 11. She toured 
with Barnum and captured the hearts of 
audiences everywhere. Her voice had the 
mellowness of a reed. Jenny Lind gave 
93 concerts, under Barnum’ auspices. 

Later, with General Tom Thumb and 
a remarkable little actress named Cor 
delia Howard, Barnum went abroad 
again and toured all the European cap 
itols. Now wealthy, he went back to his 
museum and specialized in advertising it 
as a “museum of thousands of wonders 
and a menagerie of strange and won- 
drous animals.” 

In December, 1861, he had another 
windfall, when he discovered another re 
markable dwarf, George Washington 
Morrison Nutt, at the home of the 
youngster’s father, Major Rodnia Nutt, 
a farmer, at Manchester, New Hampshire. 

He took George Nutt to New York and 
billed him at the Museum as “Commo 
dore Nutt.” The skeptical public doubt- 
ed that this was another pigmy and be- 
lieved that Barnum was exhibiting Gen 
eral Tom Thumb under another name. 
Quick to cash in on his opportunities, 
P. T. sent a message to Thumb, who was 
touring in the West, with an offer to ap 
pear co-starred with Commodore Nutt in 
New York. General Thumb agreed and 
Barnum billed the two, in August 11, 
1862, as “The Two Dromios” and “Two 
Smallest Men in the World.” 

The king of humbug was extremely 
active in 1862, and wandered about con- 
stantly searching for talent. In Middle 
boro, Massachusetts, Barnum was enter-

A nostalgic stroll along Atlantic Aven- 
ue, in Boston, has brought to mind the 
colorful days of the steamboat era when 
the wharves from Fort Point Channel to 
the Charles River, now virtually deserted, 
teemed with activity, when the cries of 
roustabouts and the rumble of hand- 
trucks were heard ‘round the clock. 

Here berthed the busy excursion boats 
plying to Provincetown, Nantasket and 
Hull, coastwise liners for the South, 
Maine and the Maritime Provinces as well 
as the nondescript packets and steamers 
which served communities on both the 
North Shore and South Shore of Massa- 
chusetts Bay. 

One of these routes which carried on 
an active business for 80 years was the 
steamboat service to Gloucester. Found- 
ed in 1847 it provided a vital economic 
link between the two ports until 1927. 

Probably the best known of all the 
Boston-Gloucester steamers was the City 
of Gloucester. She was the first vessel 
built expressly for the route and for 42 
years faithfully maintained her schedule. 
The City measured 142 feet in length, 28 
feet in breadth, 11.5 feet depth of hold 
and was of 561 gross, 359 net tons. Her 
hull, of best grade white oak, was built 
by J. D. Leary at Brooklyn, N. Y. then 
towed to Wilmington, Delaware where 
her engine and furnishings were installed 
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by Pussey & Jones. Passenger accommoda- 
tions were finished in ash and _ polished 
walnut and the Main Saloon elegantly 
upholstered in maroon velvet. 

A contemporary newspaper article des- 
cribed the new vessel as a substantial 
steamer whose special features included a 
steam windlass and capstan and a steam 
steering engine which could be used in 
port to handle cargo on the freight deck. 

The initial trip of the City of Glouces- 
ter, on July 27, 1883, was a gala event. 
The Gloucester Cornet Band was on 
hand and played a lively air as the new 
steamer left her pier. Spectators throng- 
ing the wharves and fishermen on their 
vessels cheered loudly as the steamer 
passed down the harbor while tug boats 
and factory whistles shrilled their salutes. 

Alas, Massachusetts Bay was choppy 
that memorable day. Although the City 
proved herself a good sea boat, the going 
was altogether too rough for the majority 
of those on boerd. At Halfway Rock the 
program for the day was abandoned and 
the steamer turned her prow homeward 
to anchor in the lee of Eastern Point 
where a buffet was served. John Morgan 
of Gloucester was the caterer for the oc- 
casion. 

When new, the City of Gloucester was 
under the command of Capt. E. S. Young, 
formerly master of the George A. Chafee 
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on the same route. Capt. Osborn P. 
Lenneken and Captains Harry Ryder and 
Fred Pray also guided her helm on the 
daily trips between the two cities for a 
number of years. The passenger fare was 
$1 with round-trip tickets at $1.75. 

She would sail from her home port at 
) 5 a. m., arriving in Boston at 8:30 a. m. 
In this port she berthed at the north side 
of Central Wharf with her bow against 
the bulkhead of Atlantic Avenue. The 
return trip was made at | p. m. and her 
high-pitched whistle sent two generations 
of youngsters scampering for home and 
supper when she blew for the Gloucester 
landing at 4:30 p. m. Seldom was a trip 
missed on account of weather. Slow, high 
out of water and ugly, she endeared her- 
self to the hearts of thousands. In Glou- 
cester she was more than the daily freight 
boat, she was virtually an institution. 

On the afternoon of September 6, 1910, 
while enroute to Gloucester in a dense 
fog off Deer Island Light the City collid- 
ed with the Governor Cobb which was in- 
bound from the Maritime Province with 
400 passengers. The Prince George, out 
bound for Yarmouth, N. S., loomed up 
in the fog and but narrowly avoided the 
other two steamers. The Governor Cobb 
sustained a slight damage while the City 
of Gloucester was stove in for 25 feet on 
the starboard bow. 

Another time, while enroute to inspect 
Rum Row, 12 miles off shore, on June 26, 
1924, carrying 300 members of the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company 
and guests on their annual outing, the 
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City was struck by a bolt of lightning 
which shattered her mainmast. 

And, in a dense fog during the early 
morning hours of August 7, 1924, while 
bound for Boston the City of Gloucester 
collided with and sank the steamer lighter 
Herbert off Egg Rock. 

However, decreased revenue and in 
creased operating costs brought about the 
inevitable end. On July 18, 1925 the 
City of Gloucester made her last sailing 
from the port whose name she bore. 

After lying for about a year in Fort 
Point Channel, near the Congress Street 
Bridge, the City of Gloucester was sold 
on December 7, 1927 for $850 to satisfy a 
libel. She was purchased by the Thames 
River Line, Inc. who renamed her 
Thames and operated her in a freight 
service between New York, Bridgeport 
and New London until 1930 when she 
was destroyed by fire in Long Island 
Sound.

From the Watch and Warders ... 


One trouble—perhaps the main trouble 
—with living in New England, lies in the 
ridicule one must endure whenever the 
Boston morality machine grinds out an- 
other edict.

It is a sort of guilt by association and 
one hardly knows whether to laugh, cry, 
or go violently berserk. 

By now, the jaded pattern is familiar. 
A new book comes out, the reviewers in 
New York and the rest of the hinterland 
commend it in one fashion or another, 
and it settles back to an uneventful life 
in the book traffic of the nation. Per- 
haps it is ready to expire in its first 
printing. 

But then portentous rumblings are 
heard from the direction of Ye Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colonie and the flagging 
hopes of the publishers revive. The book, 
it appears, is “obscene,” “vile,” “sugges- 
tive,” “lewd,” and has many other un- 
speakable but plainly stated characteris- 
tics. The demon of lust leers down Bea- 
con Street and the chastity of Boston 
maidenhood trembles in the balance. 
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At this critical moment minions of the 
law apprehend some hapless bookseller 
who has the vile document upon his 
premises, and the book is turned over to 
the authorities who mull over it and de- 
termine whether it scores plus or minus 
in the scales of morality. Sooner or later 
the dread pronouncement is forthcoming, 
Banned in Boston. Whereupon, the book 
soars giddily to the top of the best sellers. 

The same fate awaits plays, movies, and 
for all I know, puppet shows and flea 
circuses.

The latest author to run afoul of Bos- 
ton morality was one W. Shakespeare, 
late of Stratford on Avon. His Hamlet,

Olivier and it is now being shown in the 
more benighted sections of these United 
States. Certain depraved individuals, 
such as Brooks Atkinson, Ward More- 
house and James Agee, have hailed it as 
a superlative achievement, but it is rum- 
ored that Boston officialdom, always more 
discerning in such matters, decreed that 
certain speeches be cut before the thing 
was fit for the tender sensibilities of the 
Boston citizenry—all to please a school 
grade mentality that hales back to the 
days of Cotton Mather in the belief that 
art is a corrupting influence.

If he wasn’t sure 
of how's innocuousness, and this hap 
pened rather frequently, he would stay 
through the evening performance. But 
nothing was ever censored, and the Bos 
ton burlesque still beckons to passersby 
with its life-size pictures of female flesh.

recorded the events at that time put it: 
“Ye Gov. Bradford did make a mightie 
showe by xercisinge his armie before 
Masasoit, ande his wariors.” 

1622 saw no day of Thanksgiving. The 
crops were poor, making it a year of suf- 
fering and deprivation, and then the 
ships Swan and Charity brought more 
Pilgrims, the Weymouth Company. The 
newcomers were without food, too, and 
they pilfered from the then low larder, 
committed thievery, and threats of Indian 
trouble started. 

From that time on Thanksgiving was a 
subject of conflict between the church 
‘nd civil authorities. In England the 

sht of appointing a similar day had 
been vested in the church, but the Col- 
onists by a vote of the individual colon- 
ies had their own days of observance to 
suit their desires. Plymouth, Connecticut, 
New Haven and Charlestown each had 
their own, but all at a different time. In 
1623 Plymouth observed the day in July!

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“EARLY AMERICAN WALL STEN- 
CILS,” by the late Janet Waring is a re- 
print without abridgement of the first 
part of her book, “EARLY AMERICAN 
STENCILS ON WALLS AND FURNI- 
TURE,” published in 1937, now out of 
print. 


In what has been termed “one of the 
handsomest books of the year,” the auth- 
or, a graceful writer, has given us the 
findings of her fifteen years’ search through 
New York, Ohio and New England for 
stenciled interiors, with seven color plates 
and over 100 photographs of old sten- 
ciled walls and floors. She has added 
greatly to knowledge of the origin, his- 
tory and use of the forgotten art, at its 
height in the first quarter of the 19th 
century, before common use of wallpaper. 

Itinerant craftsmen practised the trade 
of stenciling, carrying brushes, dry colors 
(to be mixed with skim milk) and sten- 
cils cut in oiled paper. These traveling 
artists stopped along the countryside to 
exchange their skill for lodgings and 
small fees. Those especially talented made 
stenciled borders, filling large spaces with 
freehand paintings of foreign scenes at a 
far less price than paid by the governor of 
New Hampshire for the “Bay of Naples” 
paper in the parlor at Hillsborough. 


From the original kit and stencils of 
two early craftsmen (Moses Eaton, Sr., 
1753-1833 and Moses Eaton, Jr., 1796- 
1886 of Hancock and Dublin, N. H.) 
much of the author's knowledge of her 
subject was obtained. These men play a 
conspicuous part in the book because of 
their extensive work and the fact that 
more data about them is available than 
about their compatriots. Fortunately the 
author found walls decorated with the 
identical stencils used by the Eatons. 

It is a fascinating book, filling a defin- 
ite place in the history of Colonial crafts- 
manship.

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Booxs WE PLAN to REAp—A book re 
view usually tells you about a book just 
read and evaluated, but several import- 
ant books have been published in such 
speedy succession that we can only pass 
on previews to you at this point. 


Henry David Thoreau, by Joseph 
Wood Krutch (William Sloane Associ- 
ates, N. Y.). When we were not so very 
young—not very old in good sense, either 
—we were one of a group of despairing 
literary lads whose prophet was Joseph 
Wood Krutch. To each generation its 
prophet. There was a noble old philoso 
pher on the periphery of our little cult 
of sad no-valueists, who waggled his leon- 
ine mane and warned us that Mr. Krutch 
had no more slain the great values in his 
The Modern Temper than had the writer 
of Ecclesiastes. 


But Krutch had effectually dried up 
many of us—our values were pipedreams, 
there was nothing more to say about any- 
thing, in a solar system a world hellbent 
for the constellation Hercules, where it 
would be gobbled up, sun, moon, planets, 
Beethoven and all, in a few milleniums. 
Krutch lost his ghoulish charm for us 
when he himself, shortly afterward, 
seemed to find a thing or two still worth 
writing about and affirming. He has had 
quite a busy pair of decades since then, 
and his latest apostasy from the grim 
mood of The Modern Temper is Henry 
David Thoreau. From all we've heard 
about it, it’s more of an interpretation 
than a biography. It will be interesting 
to see why Mr. Krutch, who began with 
sweeping negation in Megalopolis, has at 
long last come to the Walden cabin, to 
which Thoreau had gone for his own rea- 
sons. Thoreau, however, did not leave 
the village with wholesale negation. He 
went to Walden as he said “to drive life 
into a corner, and reduce it to its lowest 
terms, and, if it proved to be mean. why 
then to get the whole and genuine mean-

GOULD FARM PRACTISES IT 


by Vera Victoreen 


Back in 1913 when Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Gould planked down their last dol- 
lar, and mortgaged their future, for a 
run-down farm in Monterey, Mass., they 
began a project which the skeptics called 
a hopeless pipe dream—a project of living 
according to the Sermon on the Mount. 

But now,’34 years later, the skeptics are 
long gone, and Gould Farm goes on with 
the important work for which William 
Gould founded it—the work of seeing 
people safely through their moments of 
deep despair and great trouble. 

Gould Farm, in fact, opens its doors to 
those from every walk of life, every land, 
race and creed, who need its help. 
Those are welcomed who are trying to 
recover from a serious illness or operation 
and need sympathetic friends and simple 
living. Others are welcomed because they 
have been beaten down by life and have 
lost their perspective and need the quiet 
and kindness which those at Gould Farm 
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use instead of medicine to work their 
numerous cures. 

But even those who have been there 
longest, find no word which completely 
describes Gould Farm. It is not a con- 
valescent home, not a hospital, not a co- 
operative farm, and not a home for the 
aged. It has no doctors and no prescribed 
treatments, but only a way of life estab- 
lished there by Mr. Gould and absorbed 
by those who have lived within its walls. 

rhe work of the farm is simplicity it- 
self. After the place was purchased by 
Mr. Gould, and the first broken windows 
and holes in the roof were mended, needy 
people started coming from the city, 
sometimes without possessions or money. 
Many were sick, nervously exhausted, or 
overcome by family troubles. So Gould 
Farm, with its rounds of daily chores in 
the fields or farm buildings, became their 
occupational therapy. They lent a hand 
to build Gould Farm, and the farm 
helped to build their health. There was 
no paid help then (and very few paid 
jobs there even now) so nearly everyone 
who came to Gould Farm became a work- 
ing member of the community, doing 
whatever work best suited his talents and 
capacity. 

This simple mode of living is still in 
force, though William Gould died in 
1925. The farm has added many build- 
ings and a few paid supervisory workers, 
but essentially it is the same as Mr. Gould 
organized it more than 34 years ago, with 
his wife still active in the work. 

Everyone at the farm shares. also in 
the maintenance, helping “to make ends 
meet.” This they do by paying a moder- 
ate sum for board and room, and by 
assisting with the farm and household 
work (cleaning rooms, mending linens, 
planting and tilling the fields, painting 
the buildings) so costs may always be 
kept at a minimum. The farm is not en- 
dowed and it operates at a deficit each 
year, so that all the ingenuity of its 
many guests is needed to run it success- 
fully. 

The farm has grown to a average 
“guest list” of 70, and many thousands 
had lived at the farm during its long his- 
tory. Mrs. Gould, and the William J. 
Gould Associates, keep the fundamental 
idea the same—sharing with those in need 
the simple pleasures and health-giving 
outlook that comes from life in the coun- 
try.

- - says Folkcrafter 
Edward T. Hall

Founder and director of the Universal 
School of Handicrafts in New York— 
Connecticut Yankee Edward T. Hall has 
helped people from all over the world 
master crafts for hobby and business. One 
of his dream is to further the develop- 
ment of a real American folkcraft move- 
ment. 

His own interest in the old crafts is 
deep-rooted, for his forebears have been 
part of the New England scene from the 
beginning. Hall retired from a successful 
career in the business world to develop 
his ideas on how the applied use of leis- 
ure can be a highly important factor in 
keeping people healthy and happy. 

“Every one of us possesses gifts or abil- 
ities which should be permitted to blos- 
som,” Edward Hall believes. “The per- 
son who has some engrossing avocation 
for spare time is not likely to crack up, 
physically or mentally.” 

Through Hall, thousands of people 
have discovered talents in their fingertip, 
and new learners continue to come from 
every part of America and foreign lands. 
There are classes in weaving, book-bind- 
ing, leather work, wood carving, sculp- 
ture, art jewelry, block printing, marion- 
ette creating, ceramics, rubber mold cast- 
ing, celluloid etching, lace making, glove 
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making, occupational therapy crafts, and 
camp crafts. 

Many teachers of the deaf, blind and 
otherwise physically handicapped have 
found the work helpful in their own pro- 
fessions. So have college professors, art 
teachers from public and private schools, 
ministers, and instructors from settle- 
ments and homes for the aged. 

Impressed with the school’s results in 
aiding the disabled, the state of Connecti- 
cut financed a crippled youth to a course 
of study in New York. Then, as a teacher, 
he began to travel all over his home 
state to instruct other incapacitated per- 
sons in crafts they wish to learn. Drag- 
ging hours have been lightened for 
shut-ins, many of whom now earn their 
living selling the beautiful and useful 
articles they make. A blind woman who 
once sold newspapers on a New York 
street corner has learned to weave and 
now teaches others, like herself, who 
must “see” chiefly through their finger- 
tips. 

“People today are following the ways 
of primitive craftsmen,” Edward Hall 
said. “It pleased primitive men to beau- 
tify bows, rugs, pottery and other house- 
hold articles with original designs. Muse- 
ums of the world show how well their ef- 
forts have endured through the centur- 
ies.”

tained by the parents of a dwarf girl, 
Lavina Warren. Commodore Nutt fell 
madly in love with her, but Lavina 
looked upon the Commodore as a mere 
boy. At this time, General Tom Thumb 
joined Barnum again. The General was 
25 years old and fell head over heels in 
love with Lavina. This romance ripened 
into marriage. 

Barnum spent a fortune in a new ven- 
ture, “Barnum’s Traveling World’s Fair,” 
in 1873. He traveled for years with this 
fantastic hippodrome throughout the 
world, dubbing it “the greatest show on 
earth.” He was grief stricken when he 
heard that Tom Thumb died of apoplexy 
in 1883. Four years later, in 1887, Jenny 
Lind died. Barnum became partners with 
Bailey, who assumed most of the duties of 
the circus. In the early evening of April 
7, 1891, P. T. suffered an attack of acute 
congestion of the brain and passed on. 

To prove the adage, ‘““There’s a sucker 
born every minute,” P. T. Barnum, the 
great showman, left an estate of four mil- 
lion dollars.

These days came in almost every month 
of the year from January on through. 
There were three Thanksgivings in 1630, 
three in 1633, and then in 1639 the idea 
ran rampant. The Windsor Colony set 
the pace with three different days of 
Thanksgiving, the Massachusetts Colony 
one, the Connecticut one, and Scituate 
had another. They came in September, 
October, November and December. 

In 1778 the day was December 30. 
That proclamation was framed by the 
chaplains of Congress, and dedicated to 
the defeat of the monarch enemy, and 
there were others at varying times. 

The year 1789 seems to have been the 
first finally to establish our present cus- 
tom, when George Washington set aside 
November 26 as a national day of giving 
thanks—the first after the U. S. Govern- 
ment was organized. Before he issued 
that proclamation, it was bitterly opposed 
by some members of Congress. 

The year of the Great Emancipator’s 
assassination, 1865, the ‘Thanksgiving 
Day was saved by the Rev. Morrison who 
urged its observance on President John- 
son, who proclaimed it for the last Thurs- 
day in November.
